A brawling smoker who turned his trans-At- 
lantic flight from France into something re- 
sembling a bar fight is facing criminal charges. 

Franck Lebrun was on a Delta Air Lines 
flight from Nice, France, to New York on 
Jan. 8 when things became tense, according to 
a complaint filed at the U.S. District Court in 
Newark. 

The account reads like something out of a 


movie to scare air travelers. 

During the flight, the crew suspected that 
someone had been smoking cigarettes in one 
of the lavatories. Other passengers said it was 
Lebrun, so the crew confronted him once, 
and then a second time when he again headed 
for the bathroom. Lebrun looked intoxicated 
and smelled of cigarettes and alcohol, accord- 
ing to the complaint. 

He then approached a flight attendant “in 


an aggressive manner” and pushed her away, 
according to the complaint. When she told 
him not to touch her, Lebrun pushed her away 
again, court papers say. 

After more tense moments, a federal air 
marshal identified himself to Lebrun and told 
him to return to his seat. 

As Lebrun walked toward the back of the 
plane “he continued to shout and waive (sic) 
his arms in an excited manner,” according to 


the complaint. 

Two other air marshals identified them- 
selves to Lebrun and asked him to show his 
passport. Lebrun continued to scream and 
yell expletives and then “aggressively posi- 
tioned himself toward one of the federal air 
marshals in a fighting stance,” court papers 
say The marshals then handcuffed him and 
seated him in the back of the plane. 

“Lebrun continued to verbally abuse indi- 
viduals around him, yelling in substance T’m 
French, [bleep] you!’ ” according to the com- 
plaint.

Is law school 
just a scam? 

Like many young people, I have friends either in or recently gradu- 
ated from law school. 

It turns out that law school maybe somewhere between a sub- 
prime mortgage and a get-rich-quick self-help book in degrees of a 
snake oil sale. Anyone considering a law degree would do well to read 
David Segal’s recent New York Times article “Is Law School a Losing 
Game?” 

Two years after my friend Dave— now a recent law school grad— 
drew my attention to the law school game of three-card monte, the 
Times cogently has summarized the case against law school. For those 
thinking of jumping aboard, pay careful attention. 

Law schools have long juiced the numbers for the job rates of their 
graduates, but in the midst of this recession, they still are reporting 
graduates’ job rates as high as 90 percent. What they fail to mention is 
that they’re counting any waitressing graduate as having a job and not 
bothering to track down those who don’t respond to the survey. 

The number of law school grads who actually get the six-figure 
salaries at megafirms — well, you are not going to be one of those 
people. More Hkely you will settle for roughly $60,000 a year review- 
ing documents. 

This would be fine except for the debt law school students incur 
while getting their degrees can easily top $200,000. The Times 
profiles one lawyer, Michael Wallerstein, living out this nightmare and 
more than $250,000 in debt. 

It’s fascinating how similar this situation is to all the other B.S. 
instruments of wealth sold to the American public in the lead-up to 
the financial crisis. Much like a sub-prime mortgage, law school was 
(and still is) sold as an easy path to money and respect. For undergrads 
with deficient math skills, aJ.D. often seems like a good way to a 
plush salary Also Hke sub-primes, law schools rake in money for their 
institutions. 

Those blind to what the confluence of these two factors mean 
about the value of a law degree would do well to hear what a tool 
Wallerstein sounds Hke in his interview 

“It’s a prestige thing,” he told the Times. “I’m an attorney All of my 
friends see me as a person they look up to. They understand I’m in a 
lot of debt, but I’ve done something they feel they could never do and 
the respect and admiration is important.” 

First of all, there are not a lot of people who muddled through a 
liberal arts education who feel as though they couldn’t get a J.D. That’s 
part of the problem. 

Secondly, more than an education, law schools are selHng this at- 
titude. It’s the same strategy the modern-day grifters have employed. 
Those hocking sub-primes, credit cards and $200,000 degrees are 
selling the promise of wealth and status, but they are often the only 
ones who get to cash in. redeye special contributor Stephen markley is the

As much of a “get” as it was for the Chi- 
cago Film Office to land A-list film shoots 
“Transformers: Dark of the Moon,” “Con- 
tagion” and “The Dilemma” last year, it’s 
“The Chicago Code”— Fox’s new, heav- 
ily promoted police drama from “The 
Shield” creator Shawn Ryan— that may 
prove to be the city’s biggest coup. 

“TV shows offer different types of ben- 
efits— longer-term benefits,” said Chi- 
cago Film Office director Rich Moskal. 
“They’re filming almost nine months out 
of the year. It puts people to work longer. 
And a series can run multiple seasons. 

‘A film may have a bigger crew and a 
bigger budget, but they’re here a shorter 
period of time. ‘Transformers’ was here 
for two months and had a much larger 
crew, but ‘The Chicago Code’ was here a 
longer time. It’s regular business.” 

The numbers aren’t in yet, but Moskal 
estimates “The Chicago Code,” which 
premieres Feb. 7, contributed around 
$25 million to the local economy The se- 
ries was one of six TV pilots to film in the 
Chicago area last year, but only one of two 
that were picked up, along with Show- 
time’s Chicago-based dramedy “Shame- 
less,” which films its exterior scenes in the 
city 

Past shows that filmed regularly in the 
Chicago area include A&E’s “The Beast,” 
the first season of Fox’s “Prison Break,” 
CBS’ “Early Edition” and “Turks,” and 
ABC’s “Cupid.”

They came prepared for the elements, 
cheering beneath blankets, behind scarves 
and inside hoodies. They stashed hand 
warmers and foot warmers inside their 
gloves and boots. They placed their feet 
on strips of cardboard to keep off the chill 
from the icy cement.

In a dramatic climax 
to weeks of violent protests against his 
rule, Zine al-Abidine Ben Ali, president for 
more than 23 years, fled to Saudi Arabia 
on Friday. 

Tanlcs patrolled the streets of Tunis on 
Sunday, two days after enraged protesters 
caused Ben Ali to flee the country Troops 
exchanged gunfire with armed gangs near 
a metro station near the headquarters of 


an opposition party, said Abdel Latif Abid, 
a human rights lawyer and an opposition 
party founder. 

But Abid said a unity government led 
by Prime Minister Mohamed Ghannouchi 
was expected to be announced Monday 
with three opposition leaders holding posts 
in the government. Among those he said 
would be joining the government was Mus- 
tapha Ben Jafar, who is expected to serve as 
health minister. 

Jafar said earlier that opposition leaders 
don’t want to be a fig leaf for the ruling par- 
ty, but want an active role in running Tunisia 
after more than two decades of authoritar- 
ian rule.

A week ago, Bears fans were anxiously awaiting 
the team’s playoff matchup— a rematch, no less 
—with the Seattle Seahawks. 

The Seahawks were coming off an eye-open- 
ing and head-scratching 41-36 win over the de- 
fending Super Bowl champion New Orleans 
Saints. Seattle also had beaten the Bears earlier 
this season at Soldier Field. 

So, the cautious optimism permeating Bears 


nation before Sunday’s rematch was under- 
standable. It quickly vanished, though, when 
Jay Cutler hit Greg Olsen for a 58 -yard touch- 
down less than three minutes into the game 
to put the Bears up 7-0. They went on to win 
35-24, but it really wasn’t that close. 

What was the difference between Sun- 
day’s game and the 23-20 loss to the Seahawks 
on Oct. 17? Here are some of the big reasons. 

TRIBUNE CONTRIBUTED 


GOOD/BAD JAY 

THEN: In his first game 
back from a concus- 
sion suffered in New 
York, Cutler was most 
ineffective. He com- 
pleted just 17 of 39 
passes for 290 yards 
with a passer rating of 
69.4. More important, 
he threw no touch- 
downs— no intercep- 
tions, either. 

NOW: Cutler was a 
beast, passing for 274 
yards with two touch- 
downs. He also ran 
for two scores, threw 
no interceptions and 
mostly avoided the 
questionable passes. 
There was one ill- 
advised pass in the 
red zone, but we’ll let 
it slide. 


RUNNING MEN 

THEN: The Bears’ 
stable of running 
backs. Matt Forte and 
Chester Taylor, com- 
bined for 42 yards and 
a touchdown. Cutler 
outgained Forte. Not 
good. 

NOW: “That was the 
plan going into this 
game,’’ Forte said 
about the running 
game. “Once we es- 
tablished that running 
game ... it just works to 
have balance. And you 
see [the defense] wear 
down a bit when you 
start running the ball 
like that.” 


RUN STOPPERS 

THEN: Seattle’s run- 
ning back tandem 
of Justin Forsettand 
Marshawn Lynch ran 
wild, scoring twice and 
accumulating 111 yards 
on the ground. 

NOW: This time 
around. Lynch, who 
steam rolled New 
Orleans with a much- 
talked-about 67-yard 
touchdown last week, 
and Forsett were non- 
factors. Forsett carried 
four times for 13 yards, 
and Lynch had two 
yards on four carries. 
That’s a lot of ugly right 
there. 


OFFENSIVE LINE 

THEN: Cutler was run- 
ning for his life most of 
the game, and he was 
sacked six times, bring- 
ing back memories of 
the Giants game that 
knocked him out of ac- 
tion for a week. 

NOW: Cutler had all 
the time he needed to 
throw Sunday, and it 
showed. The Seahawks 
did manage three 
sacks, but they were 
not backbreakers. 
Similarly, the running 
game was effective in 
large part because of 
the blocking in front 
of Forte and Taylor. O, 
yes.

Boozer out— again 


The Bulls have played shorthanded for all but 
nine games this season, but Monday will pres- 
ent a new test. 

Carlos Boozer didn’t travel on Sunday with 
the team to Memphis, meaning Monday’s 
matinee will feature this season’s first game 
without Boozer and Joakim Noah. 

Boozer sprained his left ankle just be- 
fore Kyle Korver’s game-winning shot with 
25.5 seconds left in Saturday’s 99-96 victory 
over Miami. The team is calling him day-to- 
day, but there is concern Boozer, one of just 
four players in the NBA averaging a double- 
double, will miss all four games this week. 

“This is not my first twisted ankle,” Boozer 
said, chuckling with gallows humor. “But it’s a 
bad one. It’s pretty swollen.” 

Boozer limped out of the locker room in 


a walking boot. How long he is sidelined de- 
pends on how quickly his swelling lessens 
with treatment. Serious ankle sprains can last 
anywhere from days to weeks. 

“I tried to tip in (Derrick Rose’s) last shot 
and I don’t know if it got hit because I didn’t 
see the replay” Boozer said late Saturday “But 
when I hit the ground it was already on its side 
and all my weight came down on top of it.” 

Taj Gibson will start in place of Boozer. 
Kurt Thomas will continue to start for Noah. 

Boozer’s injury also means Luol Deng will 
continue to see plenty of minutes at backup 
power forward. Deng, third in the league in 
average minutes per game, has played 40 or 
more minutes in nine of the last 13 games. 

“I’m feeling it a little bit,” Deng said. “But 
I’m fine.”

Brian Campbell looked up from a text message from Black- 
hawks teammate Patrick Sharp on Jan. lo and smiled. 

“I know what you’re doing right now/’ taunted the text, 
a reference to Campbell’s tendency to watch ABC’s “The 
Bachelor” on Mondays. 

The rose ceremony would have to wait that night— 
Campbell and his girlfriend were taking in the Bulls-Detroit 
Pistons game at the United Center. 

“I watch ‘The Bachelor’ with her,” Campbell said. “The 
trade-off is that she watches ‘The Biggest Loser’ with me. I 
really like that show I like to see them lose the weight.” 

For Campbell, Monday’s Bulls game was a rare opportu- 
nity to enjoy a sporting event at the United Center from the 
stands. The 31-year-old defenseman said he attends about 
one Bulls game a year (compared with about seven Cubs 
games a year). 

On Tuesday, Campbell will host his second annual Camp- 
bell for Kids Texas Hold ‘em Poker Tournament at The 
Venue in the Horseshoe Casino.

Speaks and Chicago’s Beard School. 

Blackhawks players and other celebrities who take part in 
the tournament will give the jerseys they’ll be wearing to the 
participants who eliminate them. 

At halftime last week, a woman sitting in the row behind 
Campbell asked, “Mind signing an autograph for a fan?” Just 
as Campbell finished signing his name, two teen girls ap- 
proached him excitedly. 

“I have to tell you, I hugged Jonathan Toews at Gibsons,” 
said one of the girls, dropping the Blackhawks captain’s 
name. “Can I get one from you?” 

When Campbell obliged, a man sitting behind him, likely 
joking, asked “Can I get a hug?” 

Campbell declined, not that the man should be offended: 
Campbell wanted no part of the United Center Kiss Cam 
late in the second half, either— and, fortunately for him, he 
wasn’t put on the spot. 

“I don’t mind kissing [my girlfriend],” he said. “I just don’t 
want to be on the Kiss Cam.”
